The distinction between civil and criminal law 
is an outgrowth of Magna Charta. The great 
value of the trial by jury consisted in the pro- 
tection it afforded to citizens against political 
prosecutions. It was assumed that such a de- 
fence as the verdict of twelve men, indifferently 
chosen, would amply protect the citizen in his 
life and liberty. There have been very few 
occasions in this country when there have been 
political prosecutions ; but history has shown 
that, during the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies, the Government of England seldom failed 
to obtain a conviction in such cases when 
a conviction was desired. The principle of strict 
construction of penal statutes, and the absolute 
adherence to established forms in pleadings 
in evidence and in all things pertaining to the 
trial, were the growth of judicial protection 
afforded to the acoused in every case where the 


life or personal liberty was involved. This was- 


rendered the more important because, a century 
or more ago, the penalty of death was affixed to 


a long catalogue of crimes, down to the larceny 


of forty shillirgs. Adherence to the technicali- 
ties of the law was in fact the strongest defence 


of the accused. The requirement that the 


record shall be absolutely free from error, no 
matter how technical, has outlived the neces- 
sity and the humane considerations that pro- 
duced it. It crossed the ooean, and was engrafted 


upon our jurisprudence, and has come down. 


to the present day but little changed from what 
it was two hundred years ago. In some States, 
criminal pleading has been simplified, but, 
nevertheless, the Courts ‘still adhere to the old 
doctrine that they stand between the Govern- 
ment and the accused, and that the latter shall 


not be injured unless the case presented against 
him is not only made out in substance and 
beyond doubt, and unless that the record is alto- 


gether free from error. While the necessity of 
correct practice, requiring legal knowledge and 
intellectual ability has been but little relaxed, 
the prosecutors, as a class, have been too lazy, 
or too incompetent, or too much overworked, to 
discharge their duties properly, and are, cofise- 
quently, for ever defeating the ends of justice by 
blundering and stupidity. | 

It is a settled rule in Illinois that an Appellate 
Court will not reverse in civil cases for errors of 
law that have occurred during the trial, if well 
satisfied from the record that substantial jus- 


tice has been done. The opposite rule has pro- 
vailed both here and in England in criminal 


cases, Thisis the law wherever the legislative 
power has not provided otherwise; and Courts 
properly abstain from overturning it. Whatever 
evil there may be in giving to an accused party 
the advantage of every error, substantial or 
technical, in the record, and of ‘giving him the 
benefit of the ignorance and indapacity of the 
public progecutor, is one that can be remedied 
by an act of the Logislature. This is 
shown in the present condition of the law 
upon the subject of a change of venue. The 
right to a change of venue was secured to every 
prisoner, in 1845 and previous to 1861, and it 
was so greatly abused that at last somebody 
went to the Legislature and obtained an act in- 
tended to remedy the evil, by leaving it to the 
discretion of the Court, upon a hearing, to grant 


tion and centres of mischief, Such was their 
effect during their most thorough trial in Phila- 
delphia several years ago, and minor efforts in 
other cities have ended in the same result. 
The licensing system is evaded in the 
fact that a large proportion of the women avoid 
registering, while the promise of exemption 
from exposure to disease which it holds out to 
the depraved increases the vice, without the 
possibility of real security against contagion. 
Statistics of the social evil seem to show that 
it diminishes in proportion as the means of 
employment are open to women, in a manner to 
render them capable of supporting themselves 
by work. In manufacturing and industrial 
cities, wherein a diversified range of labor offers 
opportunities to women almost equal to 
those extended to men, and where women, both 
before and after marriage, work for the 
common support of the household, the ratio of 
marriage rises and the proportion of prostitu- 
tion falls. In cities of fashion and luxury, or 
which are almost exclusively devoted to kinds of 
business such as importing, exporting, and 
transportation, in which men alone take part, 
women are largely supported without labor of 
their own, marriage becomes an expensive lux- 
ury instead of an economical partnership, 
and celibacy and prostitution prevail. 


As illustrations of this rule, we may: 


cite that, in Birmingham and Sheffield, the 
two cities of the world in which employments 
are most open to women, but 1 woman in 709 
is a prostitute ; the lowest proportion anywhere 
found except at The Hague. In Leeds, the 
ratio is only 1 in every 654; in Manchester, 1 
in 557; in London, 1 in 544, and in New York 
1 in 818. In La Hague, where the equal and 
proverbial industry of all classes has been the

8 only 1 to 750; in Copenhagen, 1 to 564, in 
Brussels, 1 to 438; in Lyons, 1 to 424, 
Comparing these with the capitals of fashion 
and seaports generally, we find that in Paris 
the ratio is 1 to every 281; in Brest, 1 to 159; 
in Marseilles, 1 to 286; in Algiers, 1 to 102; in 
Rotterdam, 1 to 267; in Amsterdam, 1 to 286; 
in Liverpool, Bristol, and Plymouth, 1 to 193; 
in Brighton and Bath, 1 to 244; in Madrid, 1 to 
No; in Louisville, 1 to 280; and in Chicago, 1 
to 230. The fluctuating character of trade». and 
the relative instability of population in the 
newer countries, have also much to do with the 
sundering of families and the consequent in- 
of the social evil. 

@ doubt, however, if any other agency is so 
effective in checking it as the inculcation and 
practice of those habits of business industry on 
tho part of girls and women which prevail more 
extensively in the manufacturing cities of 
France, Germany, England, and America, than 
in the cities of gaiety, fashion, and commerce. 
Of one thing we feel tolerably well assured, and 
that is, that the licensing system does not, on 
the whole, diminish the diseases which have 
been affixed by Nature to the social evil; while, 
on the other hand, it does hold out a false hope 
to the vicious and unwary that they may sin 
without punishment,

Louis Napoleon, ex-Emperor of the French, 


and shrewdly left France. 


erland. Louis Phillippe was a timid monarch, 
and the publication of a work describing the at- 
tempt on Strasbourg led him to suppose that 
another conspiracy was in progress, and he de- 
manded that the Swiss Government should ex- 
pel him from its territory. Switzerland was 
violently agitated, and was on the point of going 
to war in behalf of her adopted citizen, when 
Napoleon himself prevented a rupture by going 
to England. He took up his residence in Lon- 
don, in 1838, end for two years gave him- 
self up to literary pursuits. In 1840 
he made his second attempt to secure 
the French crown in a manner which 
brought down upon him the ridicule of 
the world. He hired in London a steamer, and, 
embsrking with Count Montholon, General 
Voisin, and fifty-three associates, landed at 
Boulogne, and summoned the troops there to 


-join him or surrender. The National Guard, 


however, mustered in force, and Napoleon, with 
his handful of followers, retreated to the hills in 
the suburbs, where he hoisted a flag with the 
historical wooden eagle surmounting it, On 
landing, he had circulated printed bills, stating 
that the Bourbon dynfsty had ceased te reign, 
and that he had appointed M. Thiers President 
of the Council, now President of the 
Republic founded upon the ruins of his 
throne. The National Guard was impervious to 
his appeals, forced him and his followers to 
the beach, and captured them all before 
they could get to the steamer, He was taken to 
Paris, placed upon trial, and sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life in the citadelof Ham. After 
a confinement of six years he made his escape, 
May. 25, 1846, in the disguise of a workman, 
crossed into Belgium, and finally found refuge 
once more in England, where he remained until 
1848, when the revolution of that year changed 
political events in France and gave bim the first 
real foundation for the fulfilment of his hopes. 
He hastened back to France, and declared him- 
self favorable to the interests of the Provisional 
Government. He was elected a Representative 
in the National Assembly, and took his seat June 
13, 1848. A stormy debate thereupon engued, 
and, two days afterwards, he resigned his seat
